highest pitch. However, as we have a firm and liberal-mind- 
ed Viceroy in Lord: Ripon, and especially as European 
volunteers have threatened to resign, we make bold to make 
some observations on the subject. With'reference to the cow- 
ard! y threat of the European volunteers, Mr. Hume proposed 
that in that case the Government might enlist native volunteers. . 
A European volunteer endeavoured to ridicule the proposal by 
suggesting the formation of Bengali-regiments. This shows 
how: jealous are some white-faced but black-hearted Euro- 
peans of natives. The Bengalis do not form the entite popu- 
lation of India. True, the Bengalis are, so to speak, a 
literary people, but there is no lack of warlike tribes in this 
country, such as Brahmins, Rajputs, Marathas, Gur- 
khas, Sikhs, Purbias, Pathans, &c. The history of India bears 
ample testimony to their bravery and courage. To go 
no further back than -the late Afghén and Egyptian war, . 
the native soldiers proved. in no way inferior to Europeans ~ 
in those campaigns. Hindus held the highest offices in the 
army of the Muhammadan kings. Some Europeans charge. 
the natives with’ timidity and say that they have always 
been subject to a foreign rule. In the first place it is obvi- 
ously wrong to say that India has always been under a foreigg 
yoke. Secondly,the conquest of the country by foreign in- 
vaders is not due to the so-called timidity of the children of 
the soil, but to the prevalence of disunion amdéng them. 
Likewise, itis gratuitous to say that long subjection has. 
quite prostrated the minds of natives-and extinguished all 
military enthusiasm in them.’

- These observations made by two such high officers clearly 


show that Government is well aware that the Mahajans are 
sucking the life blood of agricultural classess. In that case | 
it is a matter of deep regret and surprise that Government 

has still adopted no effective measures to stop the evil. What 
has Sir Charles Aitchison, we ask, done, and what does he in- 
tend to do in future, to protect cultivators from the extortions 
of village Shylocks ? It is notorious that cultivators in the 
Panjab are generally quite ignorant and no match for the 
wily Mahdjans. It is to be regretted that the orders issued 


“by the Local Government for the benefit of cultivators are 


not strictly observed by the subordinate ‘Courts. Circular 
No. 24 lays down some rules in regard to the rates of inter- 
est to be allowed by Civil Courts. Another circular enjoins — 
that the cases of cultivators should be postponed at the time
